This is part of a plan to set 
up a communications link be 
tween editors and students on

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Rafferty Favors 
Abolishing Draft

“Mate Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Max Rafferty, speak- 
ing yesterday afternoon at a 
Sigma Delta Chi journalism fra- 
ternity press seminar, came out 
in favor of abolishing the Select- 
ive Service System, Rafferty ad- 
vocated the establishment ofa 
volunteer professional army, a 
goal ‘‘l as a Senator would work 
toward... 

Rafferty, who spoke for an 
hour and fifteen minutes, stated 
he favored immediate re -instate - 
ment of graduate studem defer- 
ments. ‘‘Speaking as an educa- 
tor,’’ he said, ‘‘I think that grad- 
uate students should be encourag- 
ed to go to schoo|, lhey area 
great and irreplacabie national 
resource.”’ 

During the question-and- 
answer session, Kafferty offered 
the student and faculty crowds his 
opinions on subjects including 
politics, the proper role of 
government, Vietnam, and riot- 
ing 

Concerning Vietnam, Rafferty 
disclaimed any military ex- 
pertise, but said, ‘‘Anything in 
warfare is good--within reason-- 
if it contributes to peace The 
past bombing pauses have not 
brought us closer to peace..,I 
suspect that what we're going to 
see is a patched-up peace con- 
ference that goes on and on....”’ 
lie said he expected to see 
intensified US bombing of North 
Vietnamese border areas and 
a final solution to the war 
anagolous to that reached in 
horea. 


On the subject of civil rights, 
Rafferty said, “Il would have 
voted for the first civil rights 
act..,.(but) I think this one is a 
hoax.’ Rafferty explained that 
the minority groups’ problems 
stem from the fact that they can- 
not afford decent homes and

Rafferty then accused New 
York City Mayor John Lindsay 
of ‘‘dirty pool’’ in his attitudes 
on Chicago Mayor Richard 
Daly’s comments about shooting 
rioters. He said that Lindsay's 
comment concerning ‘‘the shoot- 
ing of little children’ was an 
example of ‘‘obvious hypocrisy 
and gamesmanship”’ and that Daly 
made no such remark favoring 
only crackdown on hard-core 
adult looters. 

“It shows how ground can be 
shifted in twenty-four hours..You 
can persuade the listening 
audience-- which doesn’t have a 
very high attention span anyway -- 
that you said something you didn’t 
say."” 

Rafferty received a round of 
applause when he said, ‘‘I’d shoot 
anybody who broke into my home 
and stole my property.”’ 

The Superintendant said he

Sixties;’’ a callous attitude to- 
ward violence, the rise of 
commercial pornography, drug

Russell Kirk 
Talks On New 
Conservatism 


The rise of communism 
abroad and amass society at 
home have been primarily 
responsible for the newconser- 
vative movement in America. 

So said conservative author 
Russeil Kirk as he spoke on 
‘“‘American Conservatives in the 
Middle of the Journey’’ to an au- 
dience of some 200 students and 
faculty in the Music Recital Hall, 
Wednesday afternoon.

A Real Cause for Alarm 


Last week's monumental funeral for Martin Luther 
King leaves many Americans, both black and white, who 
fear the real dangers confronting the races, with a lump 
in their throat. A lump, not of sorrow, but of heightened 
fear 

For most Americans, the funeral had all the appear- 
ances of a massive propitiatory act: they felt it would ap- 
pease Negro America, ease the tenseness of the racial situ- 
ation created by Kine’s death. Art Hoppe’s column today 
illustrates this feeling nicely. 

For many black Americans, King's last rites marked a 
wav to falsely honor the man who was the last big road- 
block to violence: with Martin Luther King out of the way, 
the ghettos can now beat middle-class America into sub- 
mission 

For many whites, King’s funeral was a Tuesday-long 
interruption of the television schedule, 

But for those Americans with the lump in their throat, 
those who viewed the funeral with both sorrow and con- 
sternation, Martin Luther King’s funeral] evoked even more 
cause for alarm than did the fallen leader's assassination. 
“How can so many people be wrong?” 

Marching in the funeral procession were the very leg- 
islators who refuse to hear Dr. King’s pleas for love and 
sanity, who refuse to improve the impossible conditions of 
our poor. In the funeral procession were people who hated 
King and all he stood for, and who will go on hating his 
memory and his legacy: whites who hated the “trouble- 
maker’’; blacks who hated this “Uncle Tom.” 

But now what? Will legislators change their ways 
and heed Dr. King’s pleas? Will white America stop cow- 
ering in fear of violence and bein to learn the reasons for 
ghetto despondency? Call it shame, call it sudden reali- 
zation, middle-class Americans better take bigger steps to 
help all of the nation’s poor. 

Will the Negroes now rise up in greater insurrection? 
Will they destroy America in an ironic attempt to make it 
a better place in which to live? Unfortunately, you do not 
win rights for one brother by violating the rights of an- 
other brother. 

All Americans, both white and black, must work to- 
gether in Martin Luther King’s stead. He had a dream. 
... Dreams can come true.

now near the half-way mark he 
said, will be not only a report, 
but also ‘‘an action program’’ 
aimed at producing plans for 
needed change. 

White said the study, while it 
does not involve every school 
district in the state, is intended 
to produce significant infor- 
mation from every segment of 
education, industry, business and 
government involved with voca- 
tional education, 

Hie said that the study also 
involves probes into school dis- 
tricts to find out how students 
get into vocational education, and 
why. Itinvolves first-hand infor- 
mation on what actual functions 
are performed by teachers and 
counselors, where curriculum 
comes from and how it relates 
to job requirements, 

‘“‘Learning all these things 
leads to understanding why the 
vocational education enterprise 
functions as it does, how it 
achieves its degree of effective- 
ness and what constructive 
changes can be undertaken,’’ he 
continued. 

White reported that the study 
includes a significant segment 
of high schools, adult education 
programs, junior colleges, pri- 
vate schools, and other vocational] 
education institutions in North- 
ern, Southern, and Central 
California, plus spot locations 

‘In this way,’’ he said, ‘*major

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College Physician Outlines 
Medical Questions

Answers to questions in this 
article are a sincere attempt to 
bring forth the latest information 
available from current medica! 
literature and thought. Due tothe 
rapid pace of medica! advances 
and research these answers 
camnot be interpreted as lasting 
dogma or totally free from 
further change as new infor- 
mation is acquired. The answers 
reflect the author’ s personal pro- 
fessional opinion after research 
of medical literature on the sub- 
jects covered, 

Question: Is it all right to take 
my roommate’s medicine when | 
have the same disease’? 

Answer: It is against the state 
and federal law to practice medi- 
cine without a license. It is also 
against the law to be in possession 
of any prescription drug not spe- 
cifically prescribed for you by a 
licensed physic ian. 

Medications that are control- 
led by prescriptions are only done 
so because the drugs have poten- 
tial hazards. The old line that 
physicians control drugs to gen- 
erate income from office visits 
is refuted by a visit to adoctor’s 
office. The physician obviously 
has enough patients as the long 
wait demonstrates. 

It is a well established fact 
that people react differently to 
the same medication. The deci- 
sion of which drug is right is one 
which should be made only by a 
physician. To use a cliche--One 
man’s [ruit is another man’s poi- 
son or, don’t pop a friend’s pills. 

Question: Discuss poison ivy 
and poison oak and the first-aid 
treatment of them. 

Answer: Poison ivy or poison 
oak is a disease which varies in 
severity withthe sensitivity of the 
individual. Discussion of the 
treatment will! have to be based on 
general criteria. 

After exposure, a rash of any 
sort in the possible contact area 
should be suspect. Red, vaised, 
vesicular wheals in the contact 
area may be an indication in the 
absence of other skin problems. 

The treatment varies with the 
severity and location. A slight 
irritation of the arms or legs 
should be properly treated with 
calamine lotion and aspirin for 
the itching. The useofdrugs such 
as xylocaine or benzocaine are

If 
symptoms continue or remain you 
should seek the advice of a phy-

Any rash around the face or 
eyes which is suspected of being 
poison ivy or poison oak shou!d be 
seen by aphysician. These should 
be treated with intensive medical 
therapy, possibly including anti- 
allergy shots and pills. 

For those of you witha sever 
allergy to poison ivy or poison oak 
desensitization might be recom- 
mended. Desensitization is a 
useful procedure by which circu- 
lating antiLodies are gradually 
built up against the antigens of 
poison ivy and poison oak. The 
length of time this is effective is 
debated but most agree the effect 
will last for at least one ‘‘sea- 
son’’ in even the most hypersen- 
sitive individuals.

Nor did they neglect their personal lives. Byron, a devil 
with the ladies, was expelled from Oxford for dipping 
Nell Gwynne’s pigtails in an inkwell. (This later became 
known as Guy Fawkes Day.) He left England to fight in 
the Greek war of independence. He fought bravely and 
well, but women were never far from his mind, as evi- 
denced by these immortal lines: 

How splendid it is to fight for the Greek, 

Jut I don't enjoy it half as much as dancing cheek to 
cheek 

While Byron fought in Greece, Shelley stayed in Eng- 
land, where he became razor sharpener to the Duke of 
Gloucester.
